O Arrest in Alberta after abduction of toddler marks end of long 
week for more than 150 officers involved in case, inspector says 


The man arrested yesterday on 
kidnapping and child-abduction 
charges in the disappearance of 
three-year-old Kienan Hebert was 
found hiding in an old mining 
cabin in southwestern Alberta, 
his scent picked up by an astute 
police dog. 

Randall Hopley, 46, was arrest¬ 
ed in a remote area near 
Crowsnest Pass, a short drive 
away from Kienan’s home in 
Sparwood, B.C. 

“It doesn’t get any better than 
this,” a smiling Insp. Brendan 
Fitzpatrick told a news confer¬ 
ence. 

Kienan vanished nearly a week 
ago from his two-storey house, 
and it was there that he myste¬ 
riously reappeared this past Sun¬ 
day. 

The boy’s disappearance 
prompted a massive search 
around the home, an Amber 
Alert that eventually spanned 
two provinces, and days of 
breathless headlines across the 
country as the public and Kien¬ 


an’s family hoped he would be 
found safe. 

Fitzpatrick said a tip led police 
to an area near Crowsnest Lake. 
He said the Mounties arrived 
Monday night, a perimeter was 
set up and police dogs began 
combing the area. 

By yesterday morning, the 
dogs had reached a set of aban¬ 
doned mining cabins. 

“As one (of the dog handlers) 
knocked on the door, the dog 


indicated that there was possibly 
some activity, and the dog mas¬ 
ter and the police dog pursued 
that and it resulted in Mr. Hopley 
being arrested in a short chase,” 
said Fitzpatrick. 

Hopley was arrested for kid¬ 
napping and abducting a child 
under 14, said Fitzpatrick. 

He was being held in Cran- 
brook, B.C., located about 70 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of Sparwood, 
and was to make his first court 
appearance this morning. Hop- 
ley has also been charged with 
two counts of breach of proba¬ 
tion during the past week, court 
records indicate.

Looking online at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta campus 
can now be done in three- 
dimensional detail. 

Over the summer, four 
students and Jennifer 
Chesney, executive direc¬ 
tor of university web 
strategy, created 3-D mod¬ 


els of nearly 200 buildings 
on the school’s multiple 
campuses, which are be¬ 
coming part of Google 
Earth as each is approved. 

“The nice thing about 
it is it’s not just useful for 
students,” Chesney said. 
“Anyone can ... experi¬ 
ence campus in really a 
lifelike way.” 

Details range from bike 
racks to reflections in 
windows. 


“It’s quite a blend of 
science and art,” Chesney 
said. 

Bachelor of design grad¬ 
uate Veronica Krawcewicz 
said each building took 
two days, on average, for 
one student to photo¬ 
graph, design and submit.

“(Ours) is definitely 
more detailed,” Kraw¬ 
cewicz said.

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Utah ‘angels’ save crash victim 


O Group of strangers disregard own safety to save 
motorcyclist trapped under burning wreckage 


The bystanders had to act 
quickly. A motorcyclist had 
just collided with a car and 
was pinned beneath the 
flaming wreckage. 

Disregarding their own 
safety, they lined up on one 
side of the car. And slowly, 
they managed to lift the 
roughly 4,000-pound car 
high enough for one res¬ 
cuer to pull Brandon 
Wright to safety. 

They are being called 
“heroes” and “angels” — 
their few minutes of hero¬ 
ics was captured on video 
and has gone viral. 

“Tm just veiy thankful 
for everyone that helped 
me out,” Wright told The 
Associated Press by tele¬ 
phone from his hospital 
bed. “They saved my life.” 

Most of those who 
helped then scattered. 

“Every one of those peo¬ 


ple put their lives in dan¬ 
ger,” assistant police Chief 
Jeff Curtis said, adding that 
“you can only speculate 
what the outcome would 
have been if they hadn’t 
lifted that car.” 

At a hospital news con¬ 
ference yesterday, Wright’s 
uncle, Tyler Riggs, recount¬ 
ed what Wright told his 
family about Monday’s acci¬ 
dent. 

The crash happened 
near Utah State University 
in Logan, north of Salt Lake 
City. Wright was headed to 
study at a computer lab, 
Riggs said. The BMW was 
pulling out of a parking lot. 

Tire and skid marks on 
the highway showed that 
Wright laid the bike down 
and slid along the road be¬ 
fore colliding with the car, 
Curtis said. 

Riggs said Wright tried 


to protect himself by laying 
his bike down. 

The bike hit the car's 
hood and bounced to the 
ground, while Wright, who 
was not wearing helmet, 
slid under the car and then 
both vehicles burst into 
flames, Curtis said. 

The video, shot by uni¬ 
versity staffer Chris Garff 
who had seen the smoke, 
shows a crowd gathering 
around the burning wreck¬ 
age. 

Despite not wearing a 
helmet, Riggs said, Wright 
had suffered no head trau¬ 
ma. 

However, Wright does 
have two broken legs, a bro¬ 
ken pelvis, road rash, bums 
on his left foot and abra¬ 
sions to his forehead. The 
hospital said Wright was in 
satisfactory condition.

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission has 
mled that commercials are 
indeed anno 5 dngly loud, 
and will give broadcasters 
until next September to do 
something about it. 

They got help in the ver¬ 
dict from over 7,000 Cana¬ 
dians who responded with 
a resounding yes to the 
question it posed in Febru- 
aiy whether they thought 
ads were too loud. 

The commission says 
2009’s international stan¬ 
dard for measuring and 
controlling TV signals will 
apply to minimize fluctua¬ 
tions in loudness between 
shows and commercials. 

Under the standard, 
broadcasters will have to 
ensure that both programs 
and ads are transmitted at 
the same volume. 

The CRTC said it will 
publish draft regulations 
by the end of the year, and 
will give broadcasters a 
chance to respond.

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Canada’s income gap 
widening faster than peers’ 


Canada is rapidly catching 
up to the United States as a 
country divided between 
haves and have-nots, ac¬ 
cording to a study issued 
yesterday by the Confer¬ 
ence Board. 

The Conference Board 
says income inequality has 
been rising more in Canada 
than in the United States 
since the mid-1990s, and 


faster than in many peer 
countries. 

In fact, the think-tank 
says Canada had the fourth- 
largest increase in income 
disparity among a sample 
group of 17 advanced 
economies in the period be¬ 
tween the mid-1990s and 
the late 2000s. 

“Even though the U.S. 
currently has the largest 


rich-poor income gap 
among these countries, the 
gap in Canada has been ris¬ 
ing at a faster rate,” said 
Anne Golden, the board’s 
chief executive. 

Overall, income inequali¬ 
ty rose in 10 of the coun¬ 
tries sampled, rising fastest 
in Sweden, Finland and 
Denmark.

U.S. poverty rate 
soars to 1 in 6 

O 49.9M Americans go without 
health coverage, report reveals 


The ranks of America’s 
poor swelled to almost 
one in six people last year, 
reaching a new high as 
long-term unemployment 
left millions of Americans 
struggling and out of 
work. The number of 
uninsured edged up to 
49.9 million, the biggest 
in more than two decades. 

The Census Bureau’s 
annual report released 
yesterday offers a snap¬ 
shot of the economic well¬ 
being of U.S. households 
for 2010, when jobless¬ 
ness hovered above nine 
per cent for a second year. 
It comes at a politically 
sensitive time for Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, who 
has acknowledged in the 
midst of a re-election 
fight that the unemploy¬ 
ment rate could persist at 
high levels through next 
year. 

The overall poverty 
rate climbed to 15.1 per 
cent, or 46.2 million, up 
from 14.3 per cent in 
2009. The official poverty 
level is an annual income 
of $22,314 US for a family 
of four. 

Reflecting the lingering 
impact of the recession, 
the U.S. poverty rate from 
2007-2010 has now risen 
faster than any three-year 
period since the early 
1980s, when a crippling 
energy crisis amid govern¬ 


ment cutbacks con¬ 
tributed to inflation, spi¬ 
raling interest rates and 
unemplo 5 mient. 

Measured by total num¬ 
bers, the 46 million now 
living in poverty is the 
largest on record dating 
back to when the census 
began tracking poverty in 
1959. Based on percent¬ 
ages, it tied the poverty 
level in 1993 and was the 
highest since 1983. 

The median household 
income was $49,445 US, 
down 2.3 per cent from 
2009. 

The latest numbers, 
which cover Obama’s sec¬ 
ond year in office, offer 
political fodder for both 
parties as Obama seeks to 
push a new $447-billion 
plan for creating jobs and 
stimulating the economy.

Air Canada 
facing strike 

DISPUTE. Air Canada 
could face its second 
work stoppage this year 
after flight attendants 
overwhelmingly 
endorsed a strike that 
could begin as early as 
next week.

Fraud 
convictions 
upheld in 
Livent case 



Disgraced impresarios 
Garth Drabinsky and My¬ 
ron Gottlieb, whose com¬ 
pany Livent Inc. was once 
the toast of the Canadian 
theatre scene, remain 
guilty of fraud but will 
serve shorter prison 
terms, Ontario’s highest 
court has ruled. 

The Ontario Court of 
Appeal upheld the fraud 
convictions handed down 
by a lower court in 2009, 
but trimmed their jail 
time by two years each — 
Drabinsky must now serve 
five years behind bars, and 
Gottlieb four years. 

The two were convicted 
after Ontario Judge Maiy 
Lou Benotto found that 
during a nine-year span 
they manipulated the in¬ 
come reported by Livent, 
once the driving force be¬ 
hind Canadian and Broad¬ 
way theatre hits like The 
Phantom of the Opera and 
Showboat. 

At the time of their tri¬ 
al, Benotto imposed a sen¬ 
tence that took into 
account the magnitude of 
the company’s collapse — 
it was estimated at the 
time that investors lost 
some $500 million when 
the company went bank¬ 
rupt in 1998.

What’s killing us? For 
decades, global health 
leaders have focused on 
diseases that can spread 
— AIDS, tuberculosis, 
new flu bugs. They 
pushed for vaccines, bet¬ 
ter treatments and other 
ways to control germs 
that were only a plane 
ride away from seeding 
outbreaks an 5 rwhere in 
the world. 

Now they are turning 
to a new set of culprits 
causing what United Na¬ 
tions Secretaiy-General 
Ban Ki-moon calls “a pub¬ 
lic-health emergency in 
slow motion.” This time, 
germs aren’t the target: 
We are, along with our 
bad habits like smoking, 
overeating and getting 
too little exercise. 

Next week, the UN 
General Assembly will 
hold its first summit on 
chronic diseases — can¬ 
cer, diabetes, and heart 
and lung disease. Those 
account for nearly two- 
thirds of deaths 
worldwide, or about 36 
million. In the United 
States, they kill nearly 
nine out of 10 people. 

“The common belief 
that cancer is a problem 
of rich countries is a mis¬ 
conception,” said Dr. Ed¬ 
uardo Cazap, president of 
the Union For 
International Cancer 
Control.

The movie stars James

“This was an era in 


which people were search¬ 
ing for answers to the 
madness that was going on 
around them,” Lurie con¬ 
tinues, “and filmmakers 
were trying to provide 
some of the answers. You 
had everything from the 
assassinations of Kennedy 
and King to Vietnam to the 
Whitman murders to My 
Lai. 1 think all of society 
was trying to understand 
how human beings could 
do such things.”

Canadians less green when 
they’re travelling than at 
home, says eco group. 



This tiny collection of is¬ 
lands, about 25 kilometres 
from Fortune, N.L., has a to¬ 
tal population of around 
7,000 people. It is all that 
remains of colonial New 
France. 

A former strategic land 
base for the once lucrative 
cod fishery, the French 
government now pays 
about $65 million a year in 
subsidies to sustain the is¬ 
lands — its only toehold in 
North America. St. Pierre 
and Miquelon were re¬ 
turned to France in 1815 
after several stints of 
British occupation. 

Today, residents speak 
French, deal in Euros and 
rely heavily on government 
jobs, fishing and tourism. 

The smallest of the is¬ 
lands, St. Pierre, is also the 
most populated, with 
colourful clapboard homes 
on tidy, winding streets 
that are home to about 
6,000 people. Restaurants 
and bakeries bustle with 
foreigners in summer. 

Histoiy buffs won’t want 
to miss the L’Arche muse¬ 
um in the centre of town, 
where a guillotine similar 
to one used in 1889 is 
housed. 

The eerie killing ma¬ 
chine is on display next to 
the museum’s main stair¬ 
case. 

The only soul to die by 
guillotine in North America 
was a fisherman convicted 
of murdering a fishing boat 
captain. He was beheaded 
in St. Pierre on Aug. 24, 
1889. It is said that local

people were so disgusted 
the guillotine was never 
used again. 

On the lighter side, visi¬ 
tors can also soak up rich 
tales of rum-running and 
gangsters, as St. Pierre be¬ 
came the ideal base for 
booze shipments to a veiy 
thirsty North America dur¬ 
ing Prohibition in the 
1920s. 

The North American al¬ 
cohol ban was a bonanza 
for the fishing town until 
Prohibition ended in the 
United States in 1933. Diy 
laws were repealed in most 
of Canada several years ear¬ 
lier, depending on the 
province. 

“A lot of people earned a 
lot of money during those 
years in St. Pierre and 
Miquelon,” said Lauriane 
Detcheverry, a spokes¬ 
woman for the L’Arche mu¬ 
seum. 

“But in St. Pierre it was¬ 
n't illegal. People selling al¬ 
cohol here weren’t doing 
something wrong.” 

Some of the island’s 
most oft-told yarns hail 
from those heady days. 

Just down the street 
from the museum is the 
historic Hotel Robert 
where, according to local 
lore, A1 Capone stayed dur¬ 
ing a visit to check on 
liquor shipments. 

In Miquelon, with a per¬ 
manent population of 
about 700 people, the 
church L’Eglise de 
Miquelon tells local histoiy 
in its stained glass win¬ 
dows.

Employees 
are often the 
authors of 
their own 
misfortunes 
at work. Few 
take advan¬ 
tage of laws that are con¬ 
strued in their favour. 
Fewer will challenge their 
employer’s decisions, 
however unjust. Most will 
just complain. But, if you 
have an inclination to 
fight back, here are some 
dos and don’ts: 

Skeletons 

Just about every employee 
has a skeleton in their 
closet. If yours is so bad 
you can’t risk it being ex¬ 
posed, then do not chal¬ 
lenge your employer’s 
decision to discipline or 
dismiss you, however un¬ 
fair. Some workplace 
skeletons, although not 
harmful to your case, will

ultimately be harmful to 
your career. 


Condonation 

Many good cases die on 
the vine because of a delay 
in mounting an appropri¬ 
ate response. If you dis¬ 
agree with an employer’s 
decision, such as a pay cut 
or demotion, you must im¬ 
mediately protest it and 
do so in writing. Failing to 
respond simply conveys to 
your employer that you 
agreed with the decision 
or at least that you did not 
care enough to complain. 

Allegations 

Few employees can afford 
to wait years to settle a 


case. Many of these cases 
would have settled quickly 
but for trumped up allega¬ 
tions of bad faith or mis¬ 
treatment. When you 
name names in a lawsuit, 
you motivate your employ¬ 
er to vigorously defend it. 
In my experience, too 
many employee-side 
lawyers mistakenly ag¬ 
grandize claims and then 
later regret it. 

Hypocrites 

Many cases turn sideways 
when the conduct you 
complain of is similar to 
what you have done. In 
one recent bullying case, 
the judge found that al¬ 
though the employee had 
been bullied at work, she 
had previously bullied her 
own colleagues. Although 
her claim for bullying was 
legitimate, she was denied 
damages because she had 
engaged in the very same 
conduct that she had com¬ 
plained of. Do not expect 
any sympathy for your 
grievances if you do not 
make them with clean 
hands.

Just Google it: Students 

O What’s a librarian? O Experts warn that students’ 
poor research skills could hinder their future careers 


Somewhere within the 
stacks of a campus library, a 
librarian sits and waits, 
longing for someone to 
seek her help. 

She'll be waiting for a 
while. 

According to a recent 
study by Ethnographic Re¬ 
search in Illinois Academic 
Libraries Project, students 
are turning more to Inter¬ 
net search engines and less 
to physical research. 

The three-year study con¬ 
sisted of interviews with li¬ 
brarians, students and 
other campus faculty at five 
universities. They found 
that students often don't 
know where to turn when 
it comes to doing real re¬ 
search within the libraiy. In 
fact, students prefer to just 
enter a few key words into 
a search engine rather than 
pour through academic 
journals and encyclopedias. 

The concept of using a li¬ 



brarian for academic assis¬ 
tance is apparently foreign 
to the modem student, re¬ 
searchers told USA Today. 

The researchers said 
they were surprised by "the 
extent to which students 
appeared to lack even some 
of the most basic informa¬ 
tion literacy skills that we 
assumed they would have 
mastered in high school." 

Apparently, students 
mentioned Google 115 


times during the interviews 
for the study, more than 
twice as many times as any 
other research method. 

Students aren't com¬ 
pletely to blame, though, 
for their lack of libraiy 
prowess. Researchers also 
point the finger at librari¬ 
ans for overestimating stu¬ 
dents' knowledge of 
research techniques, often 
resulting in conversations 
that leave students feeling 
intimidated.

groceries can also make 
“cheap” meals at fast food 
restaurants seem more af¬ 
fordable.

Podleski ad¬ 
vises learning 
how to cook 
five basic meals before you 
leave home. 

“They don’t have to be 
gourmet, but I’m not talk¬ 
ing about spreading peanut 
butter on toast, either.” 

For example, instead of 
ordering pizza, buy a 
whole-grain pre-made pizza 
crust and add your own top¬ 
pings: Chicken, sliced 

mushrooms, peppers, 
tomatoes — whatever you 
fancy. Use partly skimmed 
cheese and a jar of pizza or 
pasta sauce and you have 


an easy health upgrade 
from delivered or frozen 
pizza. 

A pasta meal can be just 
noodles and bottled 
sauce, but you can 
improve it by adding 
lean ground beef, 
chicken or meat sub¬ 
stitute, along with 
chopped vegetables. 
“Look for the high-fi- 
bre white pastas if you 
can’t handle whole 
grain,” she says. 

For breakfast, buy some 
whey protein powder and 
a blender to make break¬ 
fast smoothies.

The key was a three- 
game sweep of the Red Sox 
over the weekend, capped 
by a 9-1 rout on Sunday. 

“Eveiyone has stepped 
up and contributed to this 
mn,” Rays designated hit¬ 
ter Johnny Damon said. 
“Now we have to keep it 
going.” 

Tampa Bay lost some 
momentum last night with 
a 4-2 loss to the Orioles. 

The Rays know almost 
eveiy game from here on 
out is a must-win. 

“We already started the 
playoffs,” Tampa Bay man¬ 
ager Joe Maddon said. 


“We’re going for the two- 
month gig. ... There’s no 
letting up. Every game 
from our perspective has a 
playoff atmosphere at¬ 
tached to it. That’s the way 
it should be, and that’s the 
way we have to approach 
it.” 

There’s no need to 
preach that philosophy to 
the players, who are well 
aware of the situation. 

“These games (against 
the Orioles) are just as im¬ 
portant as the ones we just 
played and the ones we’re 
going to be playing,” Da¬ 
mon said. 

The Rays close out the 
series in Baltimore tonight 
before heading to Boston 
for four games against the 
Red Sox, who broke a five- 
game losing streak with a 
18-6 win over Toronto last 
night. Then come four 
games at Yankee Stadium, 
followed by the final 
homestand: Three games 
versus the Jays and three 
against New York.

The Dodge Charger SRTS’s potenq/^ has been sig¬ 
nificantly enhanced for 2012. 

The previous 2010 SRT8 (a 2011 version was 
never offered) generated 425 horsepower and 420 
pound-feet of torque from a 6.1-litre “Hemi” V-8. 

What’s now being served up is a 6.4-litre Hemi 
that produces 470 horsepower and 470 pound- 
feet of torque. 

What’s more, a significant amount of that 
torque kicks in below the 3,000-r.p.m. range to 
help enhance the car’s off-the-line scoot. 


Hustle and (gas) flow 

The SRT’s development team will brag that the 
chunky 1,985-kilogram Charger can hustle to 
60 m.p.h. (96 km/h) from a dead stop in “the 
high four-second range” and is capable of a 280 
km/h top speed. 

To tiy to keep the SRT8’s premium-gas habit 
within an acceptable range, the engine uses 
Chrysler’s latest deactivation technology that 
cuts out half the cylinders over a wider r.p.m. 
range for an estimated 25 per cent increase in 
highway fuel economy (8.0 1/100 km, est.).

Perhaps the most obvious SRT8 feature is 
its very distinctive 20-inch (and nine- 
inch-wide) polished aluminum wheels 
that really set this beast apart from 
mainstream Chargers.

North American family 
sedans could be optioned 
with a surplus of tire¬ 
smoking grunt that made 
its normally buttoned- 
down drivers smile glee¬ 
fully from ear to ear while 
the neighbours simply ran 
for cover. 

The Charger is no 
anomaly, but part of a 
family of SRT8-branded ve¬ 
hicles for the 2012 model 
year that also includes the 


Chrysler 300, Dodge Chal¬ 
lenger and Jeep Grand 
Cherokee. They form what 
is one of the widest arrays 
of all-out performance ma¬ 
chinery available any¬ 
where. 

Compared to the previ¬ 
ous SRT8, this one bares 
its teeth in a more menac¬ 
ing fashion. 

The basic Charger un¬ 
derwent a 2011 refit that 
gave it a sleeker and more 


aggressive look, improved 
road manners and a new 
base V-6. 

The SRT8 expands on 
this theme. 

Needless to say, the 
$54,000 (estimated) SRT8’s 
performance and creature 
comforts would amaze its 
Hemi Charger ancestors.

When it comes to cars, 
what’s on the outside can 
be vitally important. Ac¬ 
cording to Ford, up to 40 
per cent of us will walk out 
of a dealership if we can’t 
buy a car in the colour we 
want. 

The automaker is always 
on the lookout for new 
shades, checking fashion, 
technology and even 
colours from other cultures 
that buyers may have seen 
on the Internet, according 
to Susan Swek, Ford’s chief 
designer of colour and ma¬ 
terials design. 

“There are people who 
want grey, silver, black or 
white time and time again,” 
Swek says. “But we do offer 
some colours that we call 
‘trend’ colours. The hot ma¬ 
genta on the Fiesta is a one- 
year trend colour, where 
it’s polarizing. A lot of peo¬ 
ple won’t like it, and a lot 
will buy it.” 

Only about 3 per cent of 


buyers will choose these 
short-lived trend paints, but 
if a colour does better than 
expected, the company will 
cany it over for another 
year. 

Auto manufacturers face 
some of the longest lead-in 
times of any consumer 
products; Swek and her 
team recently finalized the 
colours for 2014 vehicles 
and are working on the 
2015 models. In addition to 
research for its aesthetic ap¬ 
peal, each colour is also 
weather-tested for a year to 
be sure it won’t fade or peel 
in the sun. 

Silver/grey is the most 
popular shade around the 


globe, and in Canada, 22.3 
per cent of buyers choose it. 
Black, the next in line, ac¬ 
counts for only 14.1 per 
cent. 

“Silver has actually been 
a huge seller for a long 
time,” Swek says. “It’s prob¬ 
ably because silver looks 
good on almost any t 5 ^e of 
body style you put it on, 
an34hing from a small car 
to a truck, a large car or a 
crossover.” 

Picking the colours to of¬ 
fer on each model is a com¬ 
bination of market research 
and “eyeballing,” Swek 
says. 

“Design is kind of an in¬ 
tuitive thing. You look at 


the product and you know 
it’s right or it’s not right.” 

The bright green Lime 
Squeeze that looks so ap¬ 
propriate on a small Fiesta 
wouldn’t be applied to a big 
truck because it wouldn’t 
look right, Swek says. 

Higher-end cars tend to 
wear subdued colours and 
their paint is usually more 
expensive and richer-look- 
ing. 

“We’re starting to see 
people open to a little more 
colour on some luxuiy 
products,” Swek says. 

“But there are always 
colours that will never be 
luxuiy. We don’t envision 
bright pink on a Lincoln.”

We can never stop open- 


window dementia, but we 
can help the planet wince 
just a bit less, by under¬ 
standing which are the 
greener car wash options. 

First off, washing vehi¬ 
cles in your driveway may 
sound green but it’s not. In 
many cities it’s even illegal 
to wash your car with soap, 
and/or wash a veiy filthy ve¬ 
hicle. The concern is that 
your run-off is going to end 
up — untreated — in a 


city’s storm drain system. 
Calgaiy and Toronto have 
the stiffest fines for wash¬ 
ing vehicles in driveways, 
and its no coincidence they 
both rely on nearby water 
bodies for their drinking 
water (Elbow and Bow 
Rivers, and Lake of Ontario, 
respectively). 

For that reason both 
cities heartily recommend 
that citizens frequent pro¬ 
fessional car washing estab¬ 


lishments for their clean 
car fixes. 

According to Jorge de 
Mendonca, of the Canadian 
Carwash Association, com¬ 
mercial washes have hold¬ 
ing tanks designed to 
contain the worst of the 
run-off. When full, these 
tanks are pumped out by 
appropriately licensed car¬ 
riers. The semi-treated wa¬ 
ter is then directed to a 
municipality’s sanitaiy wa¬ 


ter system, which includes 
that crucial stop at a treat¬ 
ment plant. 

If you’re hell bent on 
washing your car at home, 
do it without soap, and/or 
do it on your lawn, which 
means no run-off to the 
storm drain and your grass 
gets a bit of a drink. 

Commercial car washes 
also tend to use less water 
than home washes. Self- 
serve car washes use the 


least — about 57 litres per 
wash. In-bay automatic 
washes, where the car re¬ 
mains stationaiy, use about 
190 to 228 litres. Automatic 
conveyer touch washes use 
about 250 litres, while auto¬ 
matic conveyor touches sys¬ 
tems use about 324 litres. 
Don’t forget that some op¬ 
erations also recycle some 
water, but they’re in the mi¬ 
nority. 

There is a new North 
American-wide initiative 
afoot, called Watersavers, 
which will certify and pro¬ 
mote car wash operations 
that are on the cutting edge 
of cutting water usage. 

“The target is about 40 
gallons (150 litres) per 
wash,” says Mendonca. He 
adds that 40 gallons is 
about how much water is 
used in a t 5 q)ical (human) 
bath. 

Now if we could just 
combine the two — car 
washing and people wash¬ 
ing in one go — then we’d 
really be getting some¬ 
where.

Cy¬ 
cle the H2 between its 
two- and four-wheel drive 
modes as outlined in the 
owner’s manual, ensuring 
the transfer case shifts 
properly. Check carpeting 
thoroughly for signs of 
moisture, which may be 
caused by clogged, kinked 
or leaky sunroof drain 
hoses. Also ensure that 
steering-wheel mounted 
controls for the audio sys¬ 
tem and cruise control 
work properly. 

Verdict
